Negro Mack Wiley Resents a Blow 


Inflict on Sister—Fighting and Narrow 

Escape from Lynching Follow.

CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—A woman's Hal- 
loween prank, early this morning, 
started trouble which ended in the 
killing of George A. Airlie, chief of 
police at Morgan Park, by Mack Wi- 
ley, a young negro. 

Mrs. Sayman, who is a sister of 
Wiley, and three friends started out 
for a lark. While they were over- 
turning a lumber pile, it is said, the 
woman was struck by Chief of Po- 
lice Airlie. The negroes went for re- 
inforcements, and upon their return a 
second meeting with Airte resulted in 
a fight, in which Airlie was stabbed in

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The an- 
nual report of W. A. Richards, Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office, 
which was made public 
in the past year there was a

fraudulent land entries over the pre- 
ceding year. He attributed their de- 
crease largely to an order of the Sec 
retary of the Interior, dated Novem- 
ber 12, 1902, directing the investigation 
of all entries made in the States of 
California, Oregon and Washington. 
Under this order alone, 10,000 entries 
have been suspended, and there are 
now fifteen special agents of the Land 
Office in that region engaged in fer- 
reting out the fraudulent entries. 

Commissioner Richards: also states 
during the year there were reported 
125 unlawful inclosures of public lands, 
covering an area of 2,605,390 acres. Sev- 
enty-nine of these inclosures have been 
removed, and proceedings are pend- 
ing to es the removal of the re- 
maining nimber. He says, however, 
that the total number here mentioned 
is only a. fraction of the inclosures 
maintained in violation of the law, the 
special agents having found it im 
sible to give attention to many others 
because of the order for a special in- 
vestigation of the entries under the 
Timber and Stone Act. 

Complaint is made of the operation 
of the act of March 11, 1902, to facili- 
tate entries. Referring to this law, the 
Commissioner says: “The privileges 
gained by the act have been greatly 
abused, particularly by United States 
Commissioners, who have often been 
parties to wholesale frauds in connec- 
tion with the entries. Affidavits and 
entry papers have been prepared in the 
names of fictitious persons, and a num- 
der of other ways have been devised to 
assist parties to evade compliance with 
the requirements of the law. 

The report makes a strong plea for 
a larger force of special agents to put 
a stop to frauds.
